Mr. T. Kelly, T.C., T.D. (chairman, 
Dublin Corporation Housing Committee), in 
discussing the housing yuestion in Dublir. 
said that by the end of 1933 the number of 
occupiable dwellings ereeted by the Corpora. 
tion would be 11,505, and the capital ex- 
penditure £5,170,000. 

The Corporation, he~sait, would have to 
find dwellings for the people who are able to 
pay little or nothing at rents of frém ós. to 
ás a week, and that was their principal job. 

That poley would meet -with tremendous 
opposition, and would involve a very large 
expenditure, which the people would have to 
bear; but the Corporation was determined to 
carry it through. 

The programme of the Housing Committee 
provided for the erection of 7,1/7 dwellings 
over a period of about six or seven years. 
involving an estimated all-in expenditure of 
£400 per dwelling. ‘The total cost Was esti- 
mated at close on £35,000,000. ' : 

The new scheme provided for the ‘alloca- 
tion of dwellings and flats as follows:— 

Townsend street, 175 dwellings; Cooke 
street, i06; Glorney’s Buildings (including 
Upper Gloucester street, North Cumberland 
street, Gardiner street and Railway street), 
808; Mercer street, 212; Spittalfields, 122; 
North Lotts (Church road and East road), 
600; Henrietta street, 88; South Circular 
road, 400; Rogerson’s quay, 208; Crumlin 
{where 400 acres had been acquired), 2,500. 


The Commissioners had had a splendid 


opportunity of tackling the slum problem;- 


but they had left the slums as they were and 
started building in other areas on the hire- 
purchase system, with the result that many 
who had leased these houses found themselves 
unable to pay. 

Some of these people had to leave,: and 
others had to be transferred to cheaper houses 
built, by the Corporation. Within the past 
month the Corporation had to transfer 150 fí 
those families into houses rented at 7s. 6d. a 
week in Cabra, and they had-yet to accom- 
modate 200 people similarly circumstanced. .

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE Lord Mayor of Belfast, Sir Crawford 
T McCullagh, formally opened the twenty- 

ninth Congress of the Irish Technical 
Education Association in the Municipal 
Ccllege of Technology, Belfast, this morning. 
There were approximately 250 delegates 
present. 

A civic welcome was accorded to the 
delegates by the Lord Mayor and members of 
the Belfast Corporation, the Minister of 
Education for Northern Ireland (Viscount 
Charlemont), the Vice-Chancellor of the 
Queen's University, Belfast (Sir Richard 
Livingstone) and the Chairman of the Belfast 
County Borough Education Committee 
(Alderman D. Lyle Hall). 

Welcoming the delegates, the Lord Mayor 
of Belfast said that they in Belfast were 
delighted at any time to receive visitors, and 
so far as assoGations were concerned, Belfast 
was a favourite cerctre for conferences. He 
understood that the second conference of the 
association had been held in Belfast, but at 
that time the magnificent building in which 
they now met was only in the course of 
erection. He hoped that the delegates would 
return to Belfast. (Applause.) 


DEAD-END EDUCATION, 


Sir Richard Livingstone, who followed, said 
that education was a great road system, de- 
signed to make the journey of life more 
easy and more efficient. That system still 
was in the making, and even in the Western 
countries there were many communities whose 
need remained unserved. One road had 
completed, the road which led from the 
elementary school, through the secondary 
school, to the universitf. Another road was 
not complete—the road that led through the 
elementary school and stopped there, 

Pupils were being turned out into life un- 
srepared and destined, long before their 
Jectinatiaes had been reached, to abandon 
the journey, partly through inertia and partly 
through despar. 

The problem of education in the future 
was to complete that road, and the technical 
school had been one of the most successful 
attempts to complete it. Without technical 
education industry and commerce would be 
absolutely inefficient. It gave their boys and 
girls a chance to make good in life, but 
technical education was not a _ complete 
education, because man could not be defined 
as a technological animal; but not. merely 
their education, but also their industry would 
be poorer without it. 

The sweepstakes, the latest, and not the 
most admirable, contribution of Ireland to 
civilisation, might be responsible for inclining 
him to bet (laughter) that the next great 
advance in education would come through an 
extension of the scope of the technical school, 
and in the enlargement of its curriculum. 

That meeting not only reminded them of a 
problem to be solved, but indicated the lines 
of its solution.

One of the most effective methods of en- 
suring that their schemes kept pace with new 
needs was to be found in conferences such 
as that.

FILLIP FROM INDUSTRIAL 
REVIVAL POLICY. 


He said that it was comforting to note 

that the general tendency of technical 
education in both North and South was very 
progressive. . During the past decade the 
number of permanent centres of instruction 
had increased considerably. In the Six 
County area the increase had been approxi- 
mately 50 per cent , while the non permanent 
centres his increased by about 25 per cent, 
Similar increases had taken place in the 
twenty-six Southern counties, but comparisons 
were not quite fair, owing to a large increase, 
brought about during the last year or so, in 
permanent continuation education centres. 
I'he number of students enrolled in the Six 
County area had been -teadily increasing 
year by year. There were now approximately 
oO per cent. move students enrolled than ten 
years ago. Similar increases had taken place 
in Southern Ireland, where new ground had 
been broken by the establishment of schools 
for continuation education during the last 
couple of years. 
_ The development of contitmation education 
in the South was very hopeful. The number 
of centres for this “RE é of education was 
approximately 60 at present, and very great 
results were expected In fact, even now 
there was evidence of considerable benefit 
being derived from these new types of 
schools. in this regard it would not 
bs out of place te urge on committees 
establishing such schools to endeavour 
to have in charg+ of each of them 
& person with a strong personality, initiative 
and that natural educational ability which, 
fortunately, they found so often among thei 
teachers. 

The establishment of continuation schools 
was largely affected by the lack of suitable 
accommodation. At the present time there 
were, he understood, about two dozen 
building schemes being undertaken by 
vocational committees. The financial limi- 
tation of committees was very often 
the only bar to building schemes, and, 
consequently, the provision of suitably com- 
modious buildings at a reasonable cost was 
almost a necessity, particularly in county 
schemes, where the erection of. expensive 
schools was not advisable, except where a 
guaranteed supply of potential students was 
available. : : 


RURAL SCIENCE. 


Referring to tie provision for religious

The importance of the inclusion of rural 
science in the eurricula of continuation schools 
should be self-apparent, particularly at a time 
when efforts were being made to increase 
tillage and make the country self-supporting 
as far as foodstuffs were concernd. He felt 
that a good deal more attention should be 
given to rural science and to agricultural 
subjects in general than was being done at 
present. 
_ The stimulus that had been given to Irish 
industry would largely affect their schools. 
It would necessitate, in the first place, their 
directing the curricula to meet the needs of 
the national industry, and it would help to 
absorb into employment many of the Fo se 
coming from the schools, and the more such 
students were technically fitted to fill vacant 

sitions, the greater the demand on them. 

t was gratifying to note that a beginning 
had been made on the establishment of new 
scales of salaries for teachers in Saorstat 
Eireann, and it was to be hoped that it 
would lead to the establishment of further 
scales, so that the demand made at previous 
congresses for a more systematised arrange- 


ment for teachers might be fully met. 


MECHANISED EDUCATION. 


Stressing the need for a continued support 
of the Irish language, Mr. Bowen said that 
the teaching of Irish had beneficial effects 
from aspects other than a purely linguistic 
one. It was the sheet anchor of their 
individual nationality, without which they 
would be unable to weather the storms of an 
international degeneration. Their individual 
nationality had a further vital significance 
for them. At a time when a pagan Com- 
munism threatened the world, a sturdy 
nationalism, based on the rock of religious 
vonviction, offered the greatest defence 
against the danger which each day threatened 
more and more. Another matter of pressing 
interest was the educational possibilities of 
the cinema, radio and gramaphone. The 
need for some type of concerted action to 
turn these mechanical devices to the best 
advantage for education was urgent. The 
effect of the radio and cinema was every- 
where apparent, particularly among the 
youth, and, as they need never hope to dam 
the tide of progress, let them at least 
endeavour to harness it to their own pur- 
poses, so that the greatest advantage m:ght 


pe derived from these products of human 


development.

SCHOOLS THAT DEVELOP 


SNOBBERY. 


Mr. M. Sheehy, A.R.C.Sc.L, Insnector of 
the Free State Department of Education, 
read a paper on the subject of ‘‘Rural Schools 
in Saorstat Kireann,” in which he dealt with 
the outlook of pupils leaving primary and 
secondary schools. | ; 

It was only too evident, he said, that the 
secondary schools, instead of inculcating im 
the minds of their pupils a respect for, and 
an appreciation of, the nobility of work and 
mdustry, sent forth every year numbers of 
individuals utterly unfitted to go into employ- 
ment, and very often, indeed, disdaining to 
do 80. | 

Pupils leaving the primary schools were 
not sufficiently well educated to enter any 
type of employment with a fair chance of 
developing into citizens capable of and will- 
ing to fulfil intelligentiv the personal apd 
national duties required from every member 
of a progressive State. 

The system of education which dominated 
this country had been tried and found sadiy 
wanting in certain vital respects. Nothing 
short of a complete reorientation in the 
general attitude towards the educational 
system would suffice to secure a new and 


. better order of things. It was useless to try 


to adopt the parts uí the old machine eo as 
to make it suffice for the new requirements. 
An extra plant was necessary. This was 
provided in the vocational continuation 
schools which were being established in 
Saorstat Eireann. 


SPECIALISATION. 


Vocational schools in towns were not very 
different from vocational schools in what were 
usually termed purely rural areas, as most 
people thought. In general, the programme 
must supply the needs of pupils who after- 
wards might be engaged in very different 
branches of industry. The ultimate aim was 
to speciglise 

The establishment of vocational schools 
would be slow and difficult. There were three 
reasons for that. The difficulty of providing 
suitable buildings was one reason, but that 
was @ comparatively easy one to remedy. 
The second and much more difficult: problem 
was the provision of efficient teachers. The 
third reason was the belief prevalent among 
many that only those who entered professions 
needed to be educated beyond the primary 
school standard. ‘The last-named difficulty 
was, however, fast disappearing; the success 
of the vocational schools in being testified to 
thá change of outlook. — 

The first step towards securing ajl-round 
efficiency in a vocational school was the ap- 
pointment of a whole-time headmaster, who 
would te responsible for the general 
organisation of the work. Except in schools: 
in the cities and urban areas, the: headmaster 
should have a thorough understanding of 
rural Jife and rural conditions. Further, 
every chief executive officer, with the possible 
exception of chief exe: .tive officers in county 
boroughs and urban districts. should be a 
man who knew much more about the men- 
tality of those living in rural] areas than a 
merely intelligent interest in rura] life would 
enable him to know. What had been said 
of the headmaster applied with almost equal 
force to every member of the teaching staff. 
Speaking from his own personal experience, 
he said definitely that there were not avail- 
able sufficient trained teachers of the t 
which he had described. Teachers would 
have to be specially trained for this work 
as the system extended. -

CO-ORDINATION SCHEME 
WITH THE UNIVERSITY, 


Mr. J. Earls, B.A, Principal of the 
Municipal College of Technology, Belfast, 
read a paper on technical education in Bel- 
fast, in the course of which he said that 
is was almost fifty years since the first tech- 
nical school was opened in the city. All the 
activities carried on in connection with the 
original technical school were finally taken 
over and incorporated in the Corporation 
scheme of technical education under the De 
partment, of Agriculture and Technical In. 
struction for Ireland. 

Technical education in Belfast as they 
knew it to-day was the result of the passin: 
of the Technical Instraction Act of 1 an 
was first brought into operation in 11. 
From that time until 1906 the work was 
carried on in a number of separate buildings 
in various parts. of the city. In 1906 the 
classes were transferred to the Municipal 
College of Technology, though the formal 
opening did not take piace until the following 
year, and for a considerable number of years 
past the building had not been nearly large 


enough to accommodate the students who had 


sought admission. 

An important feature of the work of the 
college was the co-ordination scheme which 
exists between it and the Queen’s University 
of Belfast, 


VALUE OF A DEGREE. 


The possibility of obtaining a university 
degree was a very strong incentive to the 
students to continue their education up to a 
really high standard. For the past eight or 


‘mine years additions to the college equip- 


ment had been made every year, and during 
the period mentioned the total amount 
expended in this way had been aimost 
£20,000. The total number of students 
attending the college classes was very large. 
This number reached its highest peak in 
the session 1929-20, when the total number 
of individual students enrolled was 9,868. 
The total number enrolled in the present 
session was 8,901, The college staff included 
75 whole time teachers, 198 part-time 
teachers and assistants, arid 78 other 
members, making a total of 551. 


THE GRAMAPHONE IN 
EDUCATION. 


: 


DUBLIN PRINCIPAL'S 
PAPER. 


In a paper on the relationship of broad- 
casting, the gramaphone and the kinemato- 


graph to education, Mr, Ernest E. Joynt, | 


M.1.Mech.E., Principal of the “Technical 
Institute, Bolton street, Dublin, said that 
the gramaphone had had the effect of impart- 
ing a knowledge and appreciation of the best 
music to the masses. lis value as an aid to 
the teaching of music in schools was far 
from being recognised or adequately availed 
ol, . ¥ 

Even in educational institutes where the 
pianoforte is the prirfcipal instrument of 
musical instruction, the gramaphone. might 
he employed with advantage for imparting a 
knowledge of the principles of harmony and 
an appreciation of the, different tones and 
qualities of the human voice. 

It could be used for illustrating the charac- 
teristics of the various instruments and their 
place and functions in the orchestra, and for 
other purposes, A dirgctly practical and very 
interesting applicatior of the gramaphone 
was its utilisation in the teaching of type- 
writing. The gramaphone cculd be employed 
ca marking the time at physical exercies, 
and also for teaching the steps of simple folk 
dances, 

Examining the possible uses of the grama- 
phone in its special adaptation as an aid in 
the teaching of languages, Mr. Joynt said 
that, systematically used, it could be of the 
greatest assistance to the teacher, and the 
class in turn would experience the benefit of 
his painstaking ‘self-improvement, 

In the Irish Free State, where the teaching 
of Irish was so assiduously fostered by the 
Department of Education, there could be no 
doubt that a more extended use of the grama- 
phone for this purpose would be of service. 


BROADCAST “* TALKS.” 


Passing on to broadcasting, Mr. Joynt said 
that the most enthusiastic advocates of the 
use of mehcanical aids did not urge tha;

In rural districts—particularly those that 
were more isolated—the conditions were 
different, and he suggested an experimental 
trial of a series of wireless “talks, more

KINEMA MORALS, 


Referring ta the imfuence of the popular 
kinemutograph on the moral understandin 
ard the mental development of children asd 
young people, Mr. Juvnt said that it was 
generally agreed, except, perhaps, by those 
whe were interested in the film industry 
merely as a source of gain, that the eifect of 
the programmes of the ordinary picture 
honses on the youthful mind was often per- 
nicious, even demoralising. Incidentally, the 
Amerizan sound film was vitiating the 
familiar speech of their children. It was also 
to be noted that in cities the picture house 
was a serious rival to the evening technical 
school \ 

In Dublin, at least, it had been found 
advisable when preparing evening time-tables 
for certain trade classes to avoid the weekly 
pay day—*‘the pictures ” being considered 
as. having the first claim not only on the 
wages earned, but on the hours of leisure. 
The teaction of technical students to the 
kinematograph as an educational appliance 
nust be considered from the practical rather 
than from the psychological point of view, 

A systematic trial of the use of the kinema- 
tograph in their schools appeared to be quite 
impossible under existing circumstances, at 
jeast, in the Irish Free State. | 

The ideal method of solving the problem of 
the effective utilisation of the kinematograph 
in education would be the formation of: a 
centra) authority, under Government auspices, 
composed of skilled teachers and expert kine- 
matograph technicians, and entrusted with 
the design and production of films suited to 
the special needs of Irish schools. 


SCHOOLS’ FILM LIBRARY. 


He suggested the formation of a central 
film bureau or library of educational films for 
use in schools as required; pending or failing 
the formation of a producing agiieity, the 
provision of facilities for hiring films from 
abroad for use in schools as required; the 
provision by architects, in their designs of 
new school buildings, of one room capable of 
being inexpensively adapted for use as a 
kinematograph theatre, and the arrangement 
of a suitable central kinematograph theatre 
in one of the schools in a rave. area for 
occasional use for the various schools in 
common belonging to that centre. 

Alternatively, he suggested the occasional 
utilisation of a public kinema theatre for 
educational displays in a rural area; an ex- 
tension of the use of kinematograph films in 
large city institutes, particularly for use in 
connection with day continuation courses; the 
adoption of kinema apparatus of the smaller, 
non-standard films size for use in country 
schools, and the training of teachers in the 
use of the small kinema camera and the 
corresponding projector, and the co-operation 
as far as possible 6f technical schools with 
any activities tending towards the develop- 
ment of a national kinematograph industry.

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HEAVY FINES AT NEWRY.

NEWRY, Wednesday. | 

For several hours to-day the Newry magis- 
trates (Major McCallum, R.M., presiding) 
were engaged in hearing Customs prosecutions 
for the smuggling of animals across the 
border. i 

The only case in which the bench made a 
recommendation for a reduction of the penalty

Mr. Johnston, barrister-at-law, in the 
course of one case, asked for a reduction.

Smuggling was taking place whole- 
sale, and the penalties imposed up to the 
present had no effect in stopping the trade, 
In fact, it was the other way about.

RECORDER'S OFFER TO 
ACCUSED IRISHMAN. 


A choice as to whether he would prefer 
to go to an English prison or to an Irish 
prison was given to an accused man by the 
Liverpool Recorder, Mr. E. G. Hemmerde, 
K.C., at Liverpool City Quarter Sessions 
yesterday, 

He was Peter Donnelly, a ship’s steward, 
aged. forty, of no fixed address, who pleaded 
guilty to housebreaking in Liverpool, and 
stealing £40. 

When informed by Detective Inspector 
Thomson that Donnelly was sentenced to 
eighteen months’ hard labour at Dublin on 
May 2nd for theft, but that the sentence was 
suspended on condition that he entered into 
recognizances to leave Ireland and stay away 
for three years, the Recorder remarked; 
‘‘They have deliberately planted a criminal 
upon us. Is that a new method they are try- 
ing over there, to sentence people and then to 
avoid the expense of keepmg them by 
sending them out of the country.” 

Donnelly, in a written statement, said that 
he wanted to go’ back to Jreland, but added, 


‘‘ Immediately I set foot on Irish soi! I shall.

between Great Britain and other parts of 
the Empire, with a corresponding decrease 
in British imports from foreign countries. 
Ottawa was not a particularly satisfying 
conference, even as conferences go; the 


figures rather than to tackle the problem of 
Empire trade on a wide and generous scale. 
Nevertheless, the Ottawa Conference, as 
the intervening months have made clear, 
has accomplished what it set out to 
accomplish. It has fostered a very con- 
siderable trade between the members of 
the Commonwealth, which is infusing 
fresh blood into their depressed industries. 
It has inspired the people of the member 
States to “think imperially ” not only in 
political and patriotic affairs, but in 
matters of commerce. For many years 
the British Empire has been hell together 
by purely sentimental ties of loyalty; as 
a result of Ottawa, its living and prac- 
tical reality has been brought home to 
every citizen. The Empire is no longer a 
mere collection of countries, coloured red 
on the map; it is the natural market of 
every one of its producers, and the natural 
source of supply of all its consumers. This 
new outlook has not been begotten by 
Ottawa—it has been capturing the minds 
of thinking men for years past—but 
Ottawa has imposed it upon the whole area 
of Empire. | 

In a new report of the Empire Market- 
ing Board the effect of this imperial 
outlook is revealed by some comparative 
figures. During 1931 Australia sold nine 
million dozen eggs to Great Britain; last 
year the number had risen to fifteen 
million dozen. In 1931 Great Britain 
imported six million pounds of tobacco 
from the Dominion of Canada, and last 
year she imported eleven million pounds. 
Still more significant are the figures which 
show Britain’s imports of meat, grain, 
dairy produce and wool from the 
Dominions. The member States of the 
Empire are co-operating now for the com- 
mon good. They have entered into no trade 
compacts with foreign countries that 
might clash with their promises at Ottawa 
or with the ideal of Empire commerce. 
Every step that will be taken by any 
member at the World Economic Confer- 
ence will be consonant with those pledges 
and with that ideal. Ottawa not only 
offered benefits to the members, but im- 
posed obligations on them: for example, 
it bound Australia and New Zealand to 
fall in with any quota system for meat 
that Britain might devise. They have ob- 
served these obligations with scrupulous 
honour, and almost certainly will reap 
their reward in the shape of an enhanced 
price for their goods on the British 
market. Working in the same spirit, they | 
cannot fail to further the results of 


One Dominion alone has thrust herself 
out of the current of imperial co-opera- 
tion. While the other States of the 
Commonwealth have been reducing their 
tariff walls and entering into trade agree-. 
ments with one another, the Irish Free 
State has raised her tariffs against her 
only customer, Great Britain, and has 
divorced herself from all the advantages 
of Ottawa. The pity of it is that, if the 
Free State would return to her night. 
mind, she would find such openings in the 
British market as she never knew 
formerly.

Straw Hats. 


Modern attempts to impose ‘‘ days” 
upon the calendar are not usually success- 
ful, but the hatters certainly have made a 
good start. Some. months ago the 
Hatters’ Style Research Association 
decreed officially that the 6th June should 
be National Straw Hat Day and should 
mark .the opening of the “' boater’’ 
season. Fortune has smiled upon the 
venture ; for the scientific hatters—even if 
they had been fortified by “ Old Moore’s ’’ 
most favourable horoscope—could not have 
chosen a better day. The 6th June found 
these islands basking in such a heat-wave 
as they have not enjoyed since the June 
of 1925. If anything could restore the 
straw hat to favour among men, it is the 
present spell of fine weather and the 
meteorologists’ more than usually firm 
assurance of a consistently fine summer.

The Anglo-Palestine Exhibition. 


The Anglo-Palestine Exhibition, which 
the Prime Minister officially opened this 
aiternoon, is a most picturesque show. A 
market with realistic houses is crowded 
with men dressed in colourful robes, and 
with women in even more richly-hued sil 
costumes, while simply-garbed workers are 
pursuing the ancient crafts of their 
country. The exhibition contains five 
thousand exhibits, ranging from examples 
of pottery of four thousand years ago to 
demonstrations of electrical development 
in modern Palestine.

European policy during the years which 
had followed Locarno had attempted 
other paths than those of the policy of 
coliaboration between the four Powers, 
declared Signor Mussolini.

This was the undertaking which the 
new Pact consecrated in its first article, 
which was its fundamental point. 

There was no question of consecrating a 
hierarchy of States. This hierarchy, in 
so far as it concerned the four Powers 
of Western Europe, existed objectively 
and historically, and had been recognised 
by the League Covenant, The hierarchy, 
however, did not signify supremacy, or a 
directory which largely would impose its 
will on other States. 

“The question of revision of the 
treaties is inscribed in the Covenant of 
the League,” continued the Duce. ‘‘ The 
Four-Power Pact recalls all the principles

Senator Cunningham said that since the 
Northern Government was set up the 
Northern teachers were virtually com- 
elled to sever their connection with the 
trish National Teachers’ Organisation 
owing to that organisation being run on 
political lines. The Ulster Teachers’ 
Union was then formed. When it was 
-made known that the Federation was 
meeting in Dublin, the Secretary of the 
Ulster Teachers’ Union wrote to the in- 
ternational Secretary in America, saying 
that they would be very pleased to be 
affiliated with the Association. 

To that a reply was received that they 
would be very pleased to have the 
assistance of the Union. Some months 
later the Union received notice that their 
application had been turned down by the 
directors. One could consequently only 
come to the conclusion that influence had 
been used with the directors to prevent 
the Ulster Teachers’ Union being repre- 
sented at the Federation. 


“INFLUENCE” AT WORK.

Mr. Costello, from the front Opposition 
benches, put the theory of youth into its 
proper place.

What 
he feared was that it would produce 
corruption and “‘ ward-heeling’’ in local 
government, such as had been familiar 
enough in the past.

Lawlor said that he went there: to 
see if he could find “ any spare cash knock- 
ing around.” In Lawlor’s possession he found 
a penknife, a-shilling and three sixpences, 


FIRED OVER HEADS. 


Guard Keane said that, after a conversa- 
tion. with Guard Cusack, he went ta Mayor 
street, where he saw two men put. their 
heads Over a wall and drop back behind the 
wall a3 soon as they saw him. Getting off 
his bicycle, he climbed the wall and saw the 
men running towards the bonded stores of 
the Burns and Laird Line, to the roof. of 
which -they climbed. : 

"I callad on them to halt,' continued the 
witness, ‘“‘but they kept on going, and I 
warned them that { would fire. When they 
did not halt I fired over their heads, but 
that only put fresh life into them, and they 
went faster than ever over the roofs.”

The Feport of the Committee en Church 
Extension referred to a new congregation at 
Finaghy, the mission church at Mersey street, 
nd at Newtownards road, Belfast, and the 
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proposed extension work at Seaview, Castle- 

agh road, Ballyholme, Ballygally, Upper 
Springfield road, Belfast, Glengormley and 
Upper Cregagh. Of the proposed £100,000 
Central Church Extension Fund, £12,654 had 
been raised in three out of the ten years 
located for the purpose. The work had 
een impeded, and, in fact, held up in some 
lirections, for lack of fands. Large expendi- 
ture towards the erection of new churches 
was looming ahead. This was a matter of 
very serious concern, and in some measure of 
‘mmediate concern to the committee, which 
was coming to be thoroughly persuaded that 
there was no over-estimating on its part of 
what would be needed to meet the require- 
ments of the situation, and of the work when, 
in 1929, it proposed that an effort should be 
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made to raise the £100,000 fund.
